.IoiiSsTown, June 1. - A sad and 
gloomy sky, almost as sad and gloomy 
us tho faces under it, shrouded Johns- 
town to-day. Rain fell all day and 
added to the tniserio? of the wretched 
people The great plain where tho 
best part of Johnstown used to stand 
is half covered with wuteii The few 
sidewalks that escaped tho (loud were, a 
few inches tliiok with black, sticky 
mud, through which trumped a steady 
procession of people. Many women ere 
left utterly destitute. The tents where 
people are housed who cannot find 
other shelter wore cold and cheerless. 
The town seemed like n great tomb. 
Tho people of Johnstown have supped 
so full of horrors that they go about in 
ii sort of dnio, aud only half realize 
their griefs. 

OROUNI) TO A PULP. 

One thing that makes the searching 
for tho bodies very slow is the strange 
way that groat masses ol objects wore 
rolled into intricate masses of rubbish, 
As the Hood came down the valley of 
the South Fork it obliterated tho suburb 
of Woodville, where not a house was 
left nor a trace of ono. The material 
they hail contained rolled on down tho 
valley, over and over, grinding it up to 
a pulp and finally leaving it against an 
unusually firm foundation or on tin oddy. 
These masses contain human bodies, but 
it is slow work to pick them to pieces, 
inside one of them to-day I saw rem- 
nants of a carriage, the body of a har- 
nessed horse, a baby-cradle and dull, a 
rocking-horse, a tress of a woman's 
hair, and it piece of beefsteak still hang- 
ing to a hook. 

MIRACULOUS IN'OlDBNT. 

A miracle, as it is called, that hap- 
pened in the Church of the Immaculate 
Conception has caused a tremendous 
sensation. A huge number of persons 
will testify us to the nature of the 
event, ami tho circumstances arc really 
remarkable. Devotions were in pro- 
gress Friday when the water descended 
on Cambria City. The church was lil- 
lod with people ut the time, but when 
tho noise of the flood was hoard the 
congregation hastened to get out of the 
way. They succeeded as far as escap- 
I ing from the water is concerned, ami in 
a tew minutes tho church was partly 
submerged, the water leaching lifteen 
feet up the sides and swirling urotjnd 
the corners furiously. The building was 
badly wrecked. Tbo benches wore 
torn out, and in goneral the entire struc- 
ture, both inside and outside, was fairly 
dismautolod. Vesterday morning, when 
an entrance was forced, the ruin 
appeared to be complete. One object 
alone bad escaped tho water's wrath. 
The statue of the Blessed Virgil], that 
had been decorated and adon,e/l because 
of the May devotions, was as unsullied 
as tbo day it was made. The flowers 
woven in luces were undisturbed and 
unsullied. Murks on the wall showed 
that the surface of tbo water bad risen 
In a height of fifteen feet, while the 
statue had been free from all contact, 
with the liquid. Everyouo that has 
seen the statue and its surroundings is 
firmly convinced that the incident was 
a miraculous one, and even to the most 
skeptical tho affair savors of the super- 
natural. 

There arc about thirty Catholic priests 
and nuns here, who are devoting them- 
selves to tho care of the sick and 
wounded. Bishop Pholan has organized 
a Catholic hospital for this neighbor- 
hood, und all aro devoting themselves 
to hard work assiduously. What these 
people would have done without the 
sisters is a difficult question. 

A HERALD OF Doom. 

A nameless Paul Revere lies some- 
where among the nameless dead. Who 
he is may never be known, but his ride 
will be famous in history. Mounted on 
a grand, big bay horse, he came riding 
down the pike which passes through 
Conemaugh to Johnstown like somo 
angel of wrath of old, shouting his por- 
tentous warning : " Run for your lives 
to tho hills: Run to the bills!" Tho 
people crowded out of their houses 
along the thickly settled street, awo- 
stricken and wondering. Nobody knew 
tho man, and 801110 thought ho was a 
maniac and laughed. On at a deadly 
puce rode the man, still ringing out his 
awful cry. 

In a few moments, however, there 
came a cloud of rain down tho broad 
streets and down tho narrow alloys, 
grinding, twisting, hurling, overturn- 
ing, crashing, annihilating weak and 
strong alike. It wus the charge of tho 
flood, wearing its coronet of rain and 
devastation, which grew at tho first 
instant of its progress forty foot high, 
some say ; thirty, according toothers, 
wus this soa, und it traveled with a 
swiftness like that which lay hidden in 
tho heels of Mercury. 

On and on ruced the rider, ami on 
und on ruced the wave. Dozens of peo- 
ple took heed of the warning and ran 
up the hill, Poor, faithful rider! It 
was an unequal contest. Just as he 
turned to cross tho railroad bridge the 
wave struck him, and horse, rider and 
bridge went into chaos. 

HOW THK LAKH BURST 

Four gentlemen, relatives of the Sout h 
Fork Fishing Club, who had gone t<, 
meet friends at the lake, have just re- 
turned. They report no one at the lake 
except the custodian und some work- 
men. The dam broke in the center at 
3 o'clock Friday afternoon.. At 1 the 
lake was dry. That great body of water 
passed out in an hour. All eflbrl was 
madoto avert the disaster by digging a 
sluiceway on one side to ease the pres- 
sure on tho dam, but of no avail. Tho 
water passed over the dam about a loot 
above its top, beginning at half-past 
A cloud-burst took place during the 
night. There was but little rain up to 
dark, and in the morning when the 
workmen woke the lake wus full and 
kept on rising rapidly until ut 'J o'clock 
it begun pouring over the dam and un- 
dermining it. Tho men Bent three or 
lour times during the day to want the 
people below. When the crash cumeil 
was a sound like a tremendous poal of 
thunder. Trees, rocks and earth shot 
into midair in great columns. Then the 
wave started rlown the ravine. The 
whole South Fork wus swept bare of 
trees standing. 

A SKA OK M UD. 

Where YVoodvala once stood there is 
now a sea of mud, broken but randy by 
a pile of wreckage. Thfl Associated 
Press correspondent waded through the 
mud and water up the valley to day 
over the site of the former village. As 
bus been often stated, nothing is stand- 
ing but the old woollen mills. The place 
is swept bare of all other buildings but 
the ruins of the Qautior wire mill. The 
boilers of these great works wero civmod 
1,000 yards from their foundation. 



Pieces of the engines, rolls and other 
machinery were swept far away from 
where they oucu stood. The wreck of u 
hose carriage sticking up out of the mud 
belonged to the crack company of Johns- 
town. The house is swept away and 
the cellar is tilled with mud, so that the 
site is obliterated. 

A German watchman was on guard at 
the mill 'when the waters came. lie 
ran for the hillside und succeeded in 
reaching it. He tells a graphic story of 
•the appearance of the water as it swept 
down the valley. Me declared the first 
wave wus as high as the third story of u 
house. The place is deserted, and no 
effort is being made to clear off the 
streets. The mire has formed a grave 
for many people. The victims' arms 
and legs are protruding from the mud, 
aud it makes a .sickening picture. 
THF. STKXOH OF DEOAVIKU HUMAN rXKSH. 

The morning opened dark and dreary. 
Oieat drops of rain foil occasionally, 
and another storm seemed imminent. 
Everyone feels thankful, though, that 
the weutlier still remains cool, and 
that the gradual putrefaction of the 
hundreds of bodies that still line tho 
streams and are lodged under miles of 
driftwood and debris is not hastened. 
This morning the peculiar stench of de- 
caying human tlesh was plainly percep- 
tible to the senses us one stands on the 
bank for half a mile along the smolder- 
ing ruins tif the wreck, and the most 
skeptical can not conceive the worst und 
realize that perhaps thousands of bodies 
lie charred and blackened beneath this 
great funeral pyre. The sonrchors 
wander wearily over the smoking mass, 
ami an occasionally a sudden shout 
comes over the water, the patient 
watchers on the hill realize that another 
ghastly discovery 1ms been added to the 
long lUt. of revelations that chill every 
heart and draw tears to the eyes of the 
pessimist. 

A (UMKCITV UK COFFINS, 
The sight this afternoon was ti sight 
to liehold, and words cannot be found 
to express the full extent of the scene-; 
presented. Intact, when one looks at 
the sight ho is nonplussed and hardly 
knows what to think. No one can real- 
ize tho terrible disaster he sees before 
him. All the bodies which are burned 
to such an extent that they cannot be 
recognized, are placed in coiBllS and 
buried immediately. Bodies wore being 
taken from t he ruins at the rate of one 
every live minutes and there are at pie- 
sen about fifty bodies lying on the bank. 
Tho supply of collins on the westsideof 
the bridge lias run out and corpses have 
to be laid on the ground. An extra 
supply of collins is expected from Pitt . 
burg, and if they do not come soon tin- 
work of rescuing the bodies from the 
burning ruins will have to be stopped, 
us the stench arising from the place is 
terrible. 

BUR VI NO TUB DEAD. 

This wus the day sot by the Citizen:;' 
Committee for the burying of all uni- 
dentified dead that have been lying in 
the morgues since Sunday. At 10 
o'clock this morning the men \vh<i wero 
in charge of the burying started to 
work und have been busy all day. There 
are no pathetic scenes ut those burials. 
The men who have been hired to do this 
work seem to do it just us a matter of 
business. The bodies aro being interred 
in cemeteries nearest tho places whoro 
they were found. About noon 

A PROOKSHION OK FIFTY COFFISS 

Was seen going up the hill above the 
railroad. There was not a mourner 
present, and the sight was a ghastly one 
to behold. It will take several days to 
bury the bodies in the different grave- 
yards, as there wero few graves dug 
until this morning and no implements 
to dig them with. A large detachment 
of men arrived from Pittsburg to-day, 
and they were immediately put to work 
digging graves. 

COUNTINII THK SURVIVORS. 

Johnstown, Pa. , June 4. — Up to noon 
to-day, 9,000 persons out of :14,0IH) re- 
corded t heir names at the 23 registry 
offices opened this morning for the liv- 
ing. 

SENSATIONAL STORIES. 

PiTMBrma, Juno 4.— Throe hundred 
more bodies were found this afternoon 
opposite Nineveh. This makes seven 
hundred bodies found at th.it place. 
Adjutant-General Hastings to-day 
stated he wished to deny the stories 
published in certain newspapers to the 
effect that there hail been wholesale 
lynching and rioting near Johnstown 
since Saturday. Says he, "These re- 
ports are utterly devoid of truth ami 
will injure the papers thai publish them. 
Everyone knows there is no truth in 
these statements, but the people away 
from there have no means of obtaining 
information only through the news- 
papers. 1 think thore is enough truth 
to tell without publishing fulso and 4ua 
satioual stories."

ANOTHER TOWN SUBMERGED. 

Pittsbtro, May 4. — Lewiston June 
tion, Pa., has just been heard from. Tic 
town has been submerged, and the 
highways covered with debris, ton feel 
high. Many of the population have 
been led and sheltered in the courl 
house. No lives lust.

MADNESS AND STARVATION. 

Johnstown, Ponn., June 4. — The 

resident portion ot Woodvalc Borough 
is completely wiped out. Property loss 
is estimated at $3,500,000. On the hills 
above the wrecked village is presented 
the worst spectacle of the hour. Here 
are clustered the several thousand in- 
habitants wdio escaped, und unless aid 
is given them soon they must perish of 
want. Starvation stares them in the 
face. They are so far above Johnstown 
that relief parties have not yet reached 
them, and only a few provisions have 
been brought up to them by othor sur- 
vivors in Johnstown. Several have lost 
their mind, and it is feared that tho 
horrors of death by starvation or the 
worst horrors of madness must hooii 
overtake them unless relieved. A largo 
liembei' of lives are lost. 

SICKNESS IN THK CITY. 

Johnstown, Pa., June 4. — Or. Low- 
man, of Johnstown, in in charge of the 
Biodical relief corps. He is assisted by 
over 300 physicians, Dr. Lawman said 
to-day: "Tho first day or two very few 
injured people were seen. They are 
coming in now by scores. .Sickness is 
getting alarming and we see our duties 
multiplying hourly. Nervous prostra- 
tions, pneumonia ami fevers wilt be and 
aro most frequent ailments, und pneu- 
monia is suro to be very prevalent be- 
cause of the exposure in the water and 
the dampness. There are over 2,000 
sick in the general hospitals here and 
in the Borough already there will be 
three times us many. Wo must arrange 
to disinfect the city immediately. 
Two carloads of disinfectants have 
already been received, but u train load 
will be required." The list of the re- 
covered ilrud kept up its uppalliog 
growth to-day, but the list of those re- 
cognized is not so huge as yesterday, 
owing to the fact that many of the bod- 
ies recovered tire burnt beyond recogni- 
tion or decomposed, The ascertained 
list of 2,300 bodies yesterday wan aug- 
mented by 13S more in Johnstown. < am 
bria and Kornsvllle; a lurgu number at 
Woodvale, and it is said 82 at Nineveh 
and vicinity.

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AN OBJ. x't LESS AGITATION. 

The politico-religious agitators in 
Ontario are still engaged in the very 
• pleasant ami elevating recreation of 
smashing the Jesuits. What their oh 
jeet is no one appears to know. The 
speeches at the hundred and one meet 
iugs are very eloquent, exceedingly stir 
castic aud terribly tierce, but when 
Little Peterkin'a question, "What is it 
all about ?" is asked, there is no under- 
standable answer. The agitators ap- 
pear to have given up the hope of hav- 
ing the Jesuits' Estates' Act disallowed. 
They despair of prevailing upon the 
Government to stultify themselves by 
advising the Governor-General to do at 
their dictation what, before the anti- 
Jesuit pressure was applied, they had 
advised him nut to do. The agitators 
appear to have at last been forced to the 
conclusion that it is hopeless to attempt 
to prevail upon the Governor-General to 
disregard both the advice of his Ministers 
and the will of Parliament, very em- 
phatically expressed, and on his unsup- 
ported authority disallow the Act that 
ia to them so obnoxious. They do not 
appear to think it practicable 
to drive the Jesuits out of 
the country, and to have it de- 
creed that not a member of the 
Order shall, on pain of death, ever again 
set his foot on Canadian territory. It 
has, after months of fruitless agitation, 
dawned upon them that none of these 
ends can be accomplished by meetings 
and speeches and letters to the news- 
papers ami strongly worded resolu- 
tions. The only thing that can be done 
is to test the constitutionality of the 
Jesuits' Incorporation Act and the 
Jesuits' Estates Act, and this can be 
done as well without meetings and ora- 
tions as with them. Besides, when the 
question gets into the hands of matter 
of fact, hard-headed lawyers, who can 
only consider matters of dry law, and 
who will not be allowed to indulge in 
the luxury of denunciation, there is no 
knowing what the result will lie. The 
politico eligioua effervescence settles 
dow. i the agitation becomes stale 
and I. t when it passes into the courts 
of In ■ But then on; fervid country- 
men have one consolation.

Thore is a 
spice of grittinesa in many of t ho speech- 
es which will leave a decidedly unpleas- 
ant after-taste in many mouths, In the 
same way. contemptuous allusions to 
Blake and Cartwrigllt and Patterson 
fall unpleasantly on the ears of Liberal 
an ti- Jesuits and may load them to con- 
clude that the agitation may, after all. be 
a deep laid scheme to dish the Grits, 
The refusal, too, of leading agitators to 
leave their respect ice parties will also 
add to the distrust with which the men 
who now listen greedily to diatribes 
Hgainst tlio Jesuits and will create 
a feeling of jealousy between the 
two great sections into which the 
admirers of the agitators are divi- 
ded and prevent their acting cordially 
together. Pat ty feeling will be pretty 
sure to reassert itself, and men who 
have been the victims of the Jesuit 
scare will, after a while, Heo that there 
is really nothing to be afraid of.and will 
go back to their party allegiance This 
result will be hastened by the convic- 
tion which will be sure to come to all 
hut the most narrow-minded, shallow 
ami bigoted of the now party that there 
is nothing uoneficial lo any religious de- 
nomination, or to an;, part of the pop- 
ulation, to he gained by continuing this 
politico-religious agitation. When 
closely examined the Jesuit scarecrow 



wiii bo divested of its terrifying propor- 
tions and will be seen to be manufactur- 
ed out of some very old clothes, by no 
means skillfully tied and tacked on to a 
harmless and more than half-rotten 
stick. 



CANADA MISREPRESENTED. 

Mr. Blackburn Harte, a young Eng- 
lishman, who has been in Canada a few 
months, has undertaken to write to the 
Forum on public opinion in Canada with 
respect to annexation to the United 
States. We have not »een the article, 
but an American contemporary says 
that "he professes to be thoroughly ac- 
quainted with all shades of politics aud 
public opinion in the Dominion, and 
that ho sets forth, and that very clearly 
and positively, his reasons for believing 
that there is a strong drift of Canadian 
opinion towards union with the United 
.States." This is how Canada is mis- 
represented in the United States. A 
lad who liris an itch for scribbling comes 
to Canada from England. Ho gets em- 
ployment on a Montreal newspaper, and 
after being a reporter a few months con- 
siders that he knows all about Canada 
and Canadians, He then modestly pro- 
ceeds to enlighten the people of the 
United States on the subject of annexa- 
tion. He is about as fit to write about 
public opinion in Canada on any subject 
as tho boy who sweeps out a lawyer's 
office is to give an opinion on the con- 
stitutionality of the Jesuits' Estates 
Act. Native Canadians who possess 
intelligence and ability, and who have 
had ample means of observation, have 
formed widely different opinions as to 
the prevalence of annexation sentiment 
in the Dominion, yet this lad, who if he 
really possesses ability, would see that 
ho does not know enough about the 
country and its people to enable him to 
form an intelligent opinion as to tin- 
views of Canadians on any subject, has 
the presumption "positively" to tell the 
American people that the trend of pub- 
lie opinion in Canada is towards annex- 
ation. And the stuff that this conceited 
greenhorn writes is given to tho world 
as Canadian opinion ! A magazine am- 
bitious of occupying a high place in per- 
iodical literature should make some en- 
quiry into the antecedents of its contri- 
butors and into their ability to instruct 
the public on the subjects on which they 
write. To palm off Mr. Blackburn 
FXarte's opinions on the public as those 
of a Canadian capable of treating a Can- 
adian subject intelligently is nothiug 
better than a fraud. Tho man is not a 
Canadian, and it is impossible for him 
to know anything about Canadian pub- 
lic opinion. 



AM IMPORTANT TRIAL. 

The end of the first stage of what 
promises to he r very long and tedious 
ecclesasl irnl lawsuit has been reached. 
It will be remembered that Dr. King, 
Bishop of Lincoln, was cited to appear 
before the Archbishop of Canterbury 
for alleged offences in the matter of 
ritual, lie called in question the au- 
thority oi tin- Archbishop to try him, 
alleging that Convocation was the 
proper tribunal. The Archbishop was 
nost unwilling to undertake to try the 
case, and refused to do so until the pro- 
moters of the prosecution had obtained 
from the Privy Council an opinion that 
!u; had the power to deal with offences of 
this kind. Fortified by this opinion he 
opened his court and cited the Bishop 
of Lincoln to appear before him. The 
Bishop called in question the jurisdic- 
tion of the Court and this was the first 
point which the Archbishop was called 
upon to determine. The question was 
by no means an easy one to decide. The 
Bishop hud for his counsel the most 
learned and skilful ecclesiastical lawyers 
in the; Kingdom, Sir Walter Philliniore 
and Mr. Jamie, and they made a very 
strong case apainst the competency of 
the Archbishop to try the issue. It ap- 
pears that an Archbishop of Canterbury 
had not held a court of the same kind 
for two hundred years. It was 
found that in the reign of William III. 
the then Archbishop of Canterbury 
tried a Bishop and deprived him of 
his see, and the jurisdiction of 
the Archbishop was confirmed by 
the House of Lords. The Archbishop, 
However, did not depend upon preced- 
ent alone to establish his jurisdiction, 
lie delivered an elaborate decision which 
ihowed that he had been a diligent stu- 
dent of canon law and that he had by 
independent research found out what 
iiad been the practice of the Church in 
England from a very early ago in its 
listory. It does not seem likely that 
the Bishop of Lincoln will he satisfied 
#ith tho decision. After the delivery 
ot the decision his counsel asked for a 
nonth'e respite to enable ids client to 
nake up hi.- mind whether he would 
itibmit to tin- Archbishop's jurisdiction, 
ippeal to the Privy Council or go 
co tho Queen's Bench for a writ ol 
prohibition. So the prospect is that 
it will be a longtime before it will bo 
decided whether using lighted caudles 
in the Communion table by daylight, 
mixing water with tin- Sacramental 
Mine, turning Ins back to the people 
while consecrating the bread and wine, 
md the other irregularities of which 
lie Bishop of Lincoln is accused, are 
tccording to or contrary to the laws by 

which I he cere des ,,f the Church of 

England ntc regulated.

Mr. William O'Brien said some very 
foolish things in Parliament tho other 
day about his last visit to Canada. He 
endeavored to make his hearers believe 
that Lord Lansdowne and Mr. Goldwin 
Smith made speeches inciting the popu- 
lace to 1180 violence town ids him.

's not true, as everyone in Canada 
knows. Mr. O'Brien's visit was a very 
jreat mistake. He had hardly landed 
in Canada before he found that nothing 
that he could say or do could induce the 
Canadian people to treat the Queen's 
Representative with disrespect.

by his countrymen, but there was no 
demonstration in his lienor, neither, 
although the feeling against him was 
very strong, was there any public indi- 
cation of disapproval. In Toronto this 
wise courso was not pursued. Some in- 
judicious people were foolish enough to 
do Mr. O'Brien a service by giving him 
a pretext to pose as a martyr. In 
Hamilton, too, we believe, there was a 
bit of a shindy. But Lord Lansdowne 
had no more to do with these disturb- 
ances than hud the President of the 
United States. It is very probable that 
ho deplored them us much as any man 
in Canada. For Mr. O'Brien to say that 
he made " murderous speeches " or was 
the author of "murderous incitements 
to violence " is a gross and flagrant 
violation of tho truth. Mr. O'Brien has 
no reason to be proud of that visit to 
Canada. Ho has to thank some excit- 
able people in Ontario that it was not 
an utter failure. Had he been treated 
as many advocates of Home Rule for 
Ireland wished Lo have him tieated, 
nothing worthy of even a remark would 
have happened during his stay.

You find fault with my statement that 
no opportunity was given the members 
of the legislature to bring their minds to 
bear upon tho important subject before 
prorogation. You show that twenty- 
four hours elapsed between the time 
when I first rose to call attention to the 
proposition of Mr. Mara and prorogation. 
Twenty-four hours is a long time, truly, 
for the diseussiotl of a momentous ques- 
tion!

ernment, and not, as you affect to re- 
gard it, evidence of indifference or as- 
sent. For myself I will say that, had 1 
entertained the remotest idea that the 
rnmont would act in any 
than a thoroughly constitutional 
and conscientious manner, I should 
have endeavored to move a sub- 
stantive resolution, under suspension of 
the rules, and so would have precipi- 
tated a discussion and elicited an ex- 
pression of opinion, the absence of which 
you choose to regard us a carte blanche 
for the government to throw away the 
l'eace River country. 

Although you do not withdraw your 
dangerous and startling advice, deliv- 
ered with such brutal frankness, to tho 
government to make the exchange on 
tho authority of a two-year old resolu- 
tion of the house, you have told your 
readers that the advice was not inspired 
from James Bay. Well, sir, I am glad j 
to hear it; and 'l should feol glad to hu | 
assured that the stop you adv ise is a 
long step in advance ol the government 
policy. Hut your denial as to govern- 
ment responsibility lacks one important 
essential. Your declaration lias drawn 
forth no disclaimer from the govern- 
ment. The public have no assurance 
from the ministry that you have 
misconceived their intentions ami mis- 
represented their policy.

Oh! that 
il R . scab's would full from your eyes and 
you wore able to read and under 
Stand the speech us others read and tin 
durstaud it ! 

The example of Manitoba is worthy 
of imitation here. Conservatives and 
Liberals met on a common platform in 
defence of provincial rights, and won. 
The local government were on the side 
of the people, How stands it with thee, 
brother : How stands it with the gov- 
ernment of British Columbia? Are 
you and they on the side of the people 
or are you and they preparing to follow 
the bad advice to open negotiations and 
close a bargain with Ottawa on tho basis 
of the resolution of 1HH7 in violation of 
the constitution and In opposition to 
public Bontiment ! 

I feel strongly oil this subjoct, bo 
cause lam convinced that if the policy 
you dictate to dailies Bay shall be ad- 
opted disastrous consequences will fol- 
low as surely as night follows day. Do 
not think that £ have taken my position 
hurriedly or without due consideration 
It has cost me more than one pang of 
regret lii Hud that I inn not ill accord 
with n newspaper over the fortunes of 
which for more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury I presided; and that 1 have folt im-

I shall bo censured by some; but I 
trust 1 shall not be deemed guilty of 
bathos when I say, in the words of Glad- 
stone, "H is better to lose praiso than 
to lose the bracing discipline resulting 
from free public discussion of a great 
public mat tel."

SCIENTIFIC BOXING. 

The Referee Gives Austin tho Decision In 
one Hound. 

Last night the long talked of tight 
between Clum Austin, the champion of 
British Columbia, and Huoker, tho 
naval champion, came off at the Phil- 
harmonic Hall. Tho match was an- 
nounced as a twelve-round glove con- 
test for points. 

II. Smith, tho "champion middle- 
weight of England," was chosen referee, 
and it was 10 o'clock when he admon- 
ished the large audience to see fair play 
and called time. At the conclusion of 
the twelfth round be announced that in 
order to decide on the winner he would 
have to ask the men to light another 
round. They did so, and after some 
hesitation Smith gave the light to Aus- 
tin, stating that his work was the most 
scientific. Tho decision was greeted 
wit h loud hissing and a few cheers. 
The sympathies of the greater numbor 
of those in the Hall lay with the blue- 
jacket. 

The light itself was a good exhibition 
of boxing. The men ware very well 
matched, and fought fairly and without 
display of any vicious conduct. Tin- 
first four rounds resolved themselves 
simply into a give-and-take exereiso, in 
which Austin came in fur a few hard 
knocks. In tho fifth round Iluckor's 
eye was cut, and this was the only 
blood drawn during the fight. The six 
and seventh rounds put matters in 
heavy for the sailor, but in tho eighth, 
ninth and tenth he had by far the best 
of the fighting ami continually bested 
his opponent, dodging all the danger- 
ous blows and showing considerable 
agility and skill. 'The eleventh and last 
rounds wore very mild, no hard work 
being done, except towards the finish, 
when headers and wind knocks wero 
well distributed.

The Chief Justico told Mr. Chudley 
to take his scat and decide tho case on 
the evidence submitted and not on his 
prejudices, and to remember his outh.
